Khrushchev Challenges 
HammarskjoldTo Resign 
In New Attack In U N. 


U N IT E D N A T IO N S, N. Y. 
(A P )— Soviet Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev today challanged Secre­ 
tary General Dag Ham m arsk- 
(old to resign. He threatened to 
refuse to recognize U.N. de­ 
cision unless the world organi­ 
zation's 
peace-making 
m a­ 
chinery is revised. 
Khrushchev, addressing the As­ 
sembly under “right of reply” 
procedure, 
unleashed 
a 
new, 
heavy attack on Hammarskjold. 
He i« seeking to replace the sec­ 
retary-general with a three-man 
executive with veto powers. 
“To avoid misintepretation, I 
want to reaffirm that we do not 
trust Mr. Hammarskjold and can­ 
not trust him,” Khrushchev said. 


N E C E S S A R Y C O N C L U S IO N S 
“If he himself does not muster 
up enough courage to resign, so 
to say, in a chivalrous manner, 
then we shall draw up the neces­ 
sary conclusions from the obtain­ 
ing situation. 
“It is not proper for a man who 
has flouted elementary justice to 
hold such an important post as 
that of secretary-general.’’ 


The Khrushchev attack came as 
the General Assembly’s 98 mem­ 
ber* waited expectantly for new 
efforts to bring Khrushchev to­ 
gether with President Eisenhower. 
The U.S. President indicated Sun­ 
day night Ik* 
is not ready for 
such a meeting in view of Soviet 
behavior. 
Khrushchev rejected the idea of 
a meeting with President Eisen­ 
hower unless there was what he 
called a desire to reach agree­ 
ment on the part of the Presi­ 
dent. 
“Some 
say 
that 
Khrush­ 
chev and Eisenhower should be 
locked in a room and kept there 
until they reach an agreement on 
disarmament, but this, of course, 
is naive,” he observed. 
“ We may sit together indefinite­ 
ly, but if no desire to come to 
agreement is evinced by the Pres­ 
ident, and particularly by those 
quaker.-, that back*him, no smoke 
will come from the chimney as is 
the tradition when a Pope is elect­ 
ed.”

Gettysburg’s “Mutt and Jeff” 
combination of Tom Shreiner and 
Eddie Lucas set the pace for 
Gene

Bullets

romped to a 26-0 win over Juniata 
College Saturday afternoon on 
Memorial Field. The game was 
played before a Father’s Day 
crowd of 5.500 fans. 
Tom Shreiner, 6T, 254 pound 
sophomore tackle, broke the game 
wide open after three minutes had 
elapsed in the second half.

Under A Constitution Few Can Read 
Parties Galore Confuse Congolese

IT T A K ES SO M E heavy digging 
in a good college library to find 
answers to most of the questions 
readers are asking about all the 
mumbo-jumbo 
background 
to 
chaos in Congo. 
Here are some of the tougher 
questions, plus what appear to be 
the best answers available. Per­ 
haps your question is among them. 


THE P R E SS reports often refer 
to a Congo Constitution. Did the 
Congolese write it 
themselves? 
And if so why don’t they live in an 
orderly manner hi their new free­ 
dom? 
The Congo Republic has a so­ 
called constitution that the Congo­ 
lese did not write for themselves. 
As is often the case with constitu­ 
tions that have been 
“handed 
down" fin contrast 
with those 
that have “worked upward" from 
the political 
experience of the 
people), the present Congo con­ 
stitution is a failure. 
Not until spring of 1957 did the 
Belgians decide to free the Congo 
rather than invite an expensive 
colonial disaster such as France is 
having in Algiers. They sought to 
give the Congolese political expe­ 
rience at the local level, advance 
them to what we might call state 
level and then graduate them into 
a national self-government struc­ 
ture. 


LAST M A Y the Belgian Parlia­ 
ment enacted a so-called Struc­ 
tures of Government bill of 253 
articles, stipulating rn detail how 


the Congolese should govern them­ 
selves It created a senate cham ­ 
ber of deputies, and six provincial 
legislatures simitar to those of 
Canada. 
Katanga, the seceding 
province, was given one of these. 
All six provincial legislatures 
are likely to become instruments 
of further disunion rather than 
agencies of a new nationalism. In 
other words, the chaos has just 
started. 


But it took our forefathers from 
1619 to 1787, with a bloody Civil 
W ar (1861-65), to evolve by expe­ 
rience the present American con­ 
stitution. Wo should not become 
too impatient with tho Congolese 


HOW ABOUT THE Congolese 
political parties? Is that of Kasa 
vubu the same as Lumumba’s? Is 
there a truly conservative party? 
Where does Colonel Joseph Desire 
Mobutu fit into the picture? 
The 
Congo Republic 
has 
no 
political parties as we understand 
the term . The present so-called 
political parlies came into exist 
once as late as 1958 They knew 
and are pledged to but one prin­ 
ciple 
Freedom! Now that they 
have it, all Congolese parties ap­ 
pear to be completely without a 
platform All are in a scram ble for 
power. The “parties" are now no 
m ore than regional, tribal group­ 
ings 


L U M U M B A 'S FO LLO W IN G 
a .splinter of what was started in 
1958 as an approach to a national 
party called the MNC—M o v e­ 
ment National Congolais. His fac­ 
tion is now referred to as “ MNC— 
Lumumba ” Since H has lieen in­ 


filtrated by Communist agents and 
literature from Moscow, one may 
well consider it the party of radi­ 
calism. A new leader could change 
its complexion over night. 
Its 
strength is in Orientale. 
The other faction of the old 
M ovem ent 
National 
Congolais 
known as MNC—Halonji, with 
strength 
in 
Kasai 
region 
and 
among 
the 
numerically 
strong 
Baluba tribes. Leadership is “ in­ 
tellectual” and is weak in terms 
of army strength. 
PNP, or Parti National du Prog­ 
ress, is another movement, appar­ 
ently conservative in origins, that 
has never really gotten off the 
ground.

friendly toward the outgoing Bel­ 
gians. Such strength as it had was 
in the Province of Equator.

WEEVIL SPRAY 
INSTRUCTIONS 


Dieldrin applied during October 
and November will he the most 
satisfactory 
material 
to 
use 
against the alfalfa weevil and 
spittlebug on next year’s crop, 
according to a letter from County 
Agent 
Frank Zettle to Adams 
County farmers. 
Zettle said he will send 
the 
farmers more data on the forage 
insect situation which may indi­ 
cate usage of other chemicals 
later in the season. However, as 
of now. he added, the application 
of dieldrin will he the best prac­ 
tical approach to control of the 
bugs during October and No­ 
vember. 
Zettle wrote that the applica­ 
tion should be no later than No­ 
vember 30. The materials for use 
are one pound of actual dieldrin 
per acre, applied as either a 
granular formulation or mixed 
with fertilizer or as a spray us­ 
ing an emulsion or wettable pow­ 
der formulation. 
Some examples, according to 
Zettle are: 
Two per cent dieldrin gran­ 
ules. 50 pounds lier acre; five per 
cent dieldrin granules. 20 pounds 
per acre; .5 pounds dieldrin;gal­ 
lon emulsion, two-thirds gallon 
or approximately three quarts 
per acre; SO per cent dieldrin 
wettable powder, 2 pounds per 
acre. 
The emulsion and wettable pow­ 
der should be applied as a spray 
using 20 or more gallons of water 
per acre. 
Zettle warned that after the 
dieldrin is applied, the forage 
should 
not 
be 
harvested 
or 
grazed until the normal time for 
cutting the first crop next May 
or June. 
According to the agent, control 
for leafhoppers and aphids will 
he the same as last year. This
